of the Council Committees on the
and

The City Council Committees on Health
and ths Infirmary met yesterday afternoon
at the Commercial Hospital for the purpose
of taking into considemtion the propriety of
removing the Pest-hou- se and furnishing
some better accommodations for Its inmates.
For a woek or two past, that most loathsome
of contagious diseases, the small-po- x has
been mindly on the increase among the
poorer classes of our citizens, and the Pcst-non-

now contains as many cases aa can by
any possibility be crowded into it.

The Hospital Is situated In the heart of tlie
city to which it is a disgrace and is so
completely worn out that every patient who
enters it is unwittingly guilty of an at-
tempted Suic'idc; for neither tho inmates or
the City Council can divin what moment it
miiy fall and crush all who may happen to be
within its walls.

Taking all tho circumstances into consid-
eration, therefore, the meeting was not held
a moment too soon. The Pent-hou- filled
with smnll-po- x patients; at least one hundred
and thirty others in the, different medical and
surgicnl wards; the building about to tumble
down, and numbers of persons applying for
admittance into what now seems to be noth-
ing save the abode of death, and tlie dissem-
inator of disease without the possibility of
being properly cared for, all tend to render
this matter just at present of the greatest
importance not only to the committees but to
the citizens.

As usual at meetings of this kind, nothing
was done. It organized, and the members of
.the City Council talked, and finally movod to
adjourn until to-d- at three P. M., when
they expert to meet also the Board of Health.
What will be tho result of this meeting our
citizens mav imagine. The matter has been
delayed so long that they need hardly expect
any action in the premises, but rather a repe-
tition of the farce which, in the namo of the
City Infirmary, has been already enacted,
until the people are disgusted with it.

We warn thorn, however, that something
must bo done with the smnll-po- x patients.
All persons are not practically so careless in
regard to health as the Board established
to protect it in this city, and the residents
of the vicinity of Twelfth andCcntrnl-avrntt- c
will not permit their lives to be daily endan-
gered, while the city Council is talking of a
remedy for tlie peril by which they are now
surrounded.

LAW REPORT.
HAMILTON COUNTY DISTRICT COURT.

John Geyervs.CA.Reeder. The decision
of this case was announced by Judge Scott.
The action was brought on a bark account,
of which the last item accrued in September,
1851.

Defendant pleads the statutrof limitations
of 1831, in force at the time the cause of
action accrued. The plaintiff rolies on a sub-
sequent verbal acknowledgment, uitule, after
the adoption of the code.

The question wag whether the subsequent
acknowledgment was governed by the old
statute, or the code, which requires the sub-
sequent acknowledgment to be in writing.

The Character of the English Mob that
Broke Up the Great Mill.

An American merchant, who witnessed
the great prize fight, writes thus to the
New York Evening Pout:

They were not ''rowdies and roughs'' who
broke into the ring and struck and kicked
Hcenan, but officers of the army, men about
town, noblemen, and altogether as respect-
able a body of men in appearance as I ever
saw at any kind of an exhibition. The 3
10s., the price of the railroad tickets, kept all
outsiders away.

I had a front seat, and saw the whole from
beginning to end. The interference at the
close was most disgraceful and cowardly,
and Englishmen were, of all others, the last
men, I supposed, Who could be guilty of such
an outrage. The whole country has been in-
sane about this fight ever since my arrival
here, and Sayers is so great a pet that I don't
believe tne people would allow him to be
whipped by any one.

The police were present after the third
round, but never made any demonstration to
break it up, nor entered the ring till the men
were dressing and there were decided symp-
toms of a freo fight among these brave En-
glishmen. If Heenan had fought the first
three rounds as he fought the last three, it
would all have been over in twenty minutes.
To give you an idea of his immense strength,
in one of the rounds he took Sayers up
bodily, and threw him on bis back aa if ho
were a bag of meal.
EXCITEMENT ABOUT THE FIGHT AT LIVERPOOL.

The Liverpool correspondent of the London
Star thus writes: "All the papers containing
the accounts of the fight for the champion-
ship were rapidly bought up at nearly double
the usual price at Liverpool, the excitement
at the shops of the news agents being greater
than during cither the Crimean war or the
Indian mutiny. In the streets many persons
read the papers aloud to groups of eager lis-
teners, and the companionship of a few fa-
vored individuals who had been at the fight
was eagerly sought for."
EXTENT OF THE ROBBERIES AT PRIZE FIGHT.

A foreign journal says:
The London "swell-nobsme- never lose

an opportunity of taking advantage of the
slightest excitement to turn it to account,
and a prize fight affords peculiar advantages
mj uicui vu uiv weir umuonesL caning, so
that of Wednesday last was looked forward
to with pleasing anticipations. On Tuesday
morning, as the time for-th-o trains from Lon-
don Bride approached, two Leicestershire
gentlemen made their appearance, with
tickets in their hands, and inquired the way
to the platform, for which the train for the
fight was about to start. Two "sharpers" on
the "lookout" took the tickets, pretending to
look at them, but they no sooner got posses-
sion of them than they rushed among the
crowd. leaving thcirdupes in a state of perfect
bewilderment, for though they had traveled
many miles to see the fight, they were de-
prived of the opportunity, as it was too late
then to obtain 'other tickets, and they were
left to sleep off their annoyanance.

Persons who baro any idea of such scenes
would consider it an extreme act of folly to
take a gold watch or other property to a prize'
fight, but fortunately for the thieves, and

for the American gentlemen, who
were their chief victims on this occasion,
many of the latter had no conception what-
ever of what they had to encounter and the
"roughs" they had to meet, and they took
their watches with them. Some idea may
be formed of the number of robberies that
took place, when it Is stated that not less
than eight watches of valuable description
had been stolen from eight gentlemen stop-
ping at the same hotel. Of the number, one
was a presentation watch, which the owner
would not have lost for one hundred guineas.
